Document 1 sets forth a folding portable telephone 
device, wherein non-voice information stored in memory is 
displayed on a display means according to whether the 
housing is open or closed (see paragraphs [0023] to 
[0029] in particular) . As the applicant asserts by citing 
prior art (document 3), a folding housing with two 
screens with different screen sizes is a ]cnown feature in 
common practice. Moreover, it would not be difficult for 
a person slcilled in the art to employ the aforementioned 
]<:nown feature to the invention set forth in document 1.
